Tho articles taken 
to Chicago to bo examined have been in- 
spected by experts who wiy the stains 
were made by blood. Tom Dukes wan iu 
Lincoln last week, and toatiflod before the 
coroner's jury on Friday, leaving that 
night for Dccatiir. Bis name is on tho 
register at the New Deming Hotel, and a 
man bearing that name remained there 
over night, going away Saturday morn- 
ing to St. Elmo, to be present nt 
the burial of tho murdered girl. Dukeo 
did attend the fuuernl, which occurred 
Sunday afternoon.

him to send au oflloor to the depot to 
meet Mrs. Ueboooa J. Carpenter when she 
arrived ou the night train. Ofllcer Bailey, 
who is acquainted with tho lady, was 
commissioned to do tho bidding of tho 
Lincoln olllocr, and the lady was seen 
safely to her apartments in tho Brcuue- 
man building ou Franklin street.
